They Abandon Armory Aft-

SALISBURY, Md., Nov. 28. — A 
Maryland National Guard battalion 
of 300 picked men sent here by 
Gov. Albert C. Ritchie to arrest 
nine alleged Princess Anne lynch- 
ers left Salisbury early this after- 
noon for Baltimore following a mob 
demonstration. 

They had with them the four men 
they had arrested last night and 
early today. 

Early today a crowd of about 400 
men, apparently incensed at the ar- 


rests, advanced on-the azmory.. The | 


crowd gave way before the gas 
bombs, temporarily, but again ad- 
vanced and the rdsmen with- 


drew into the armory. 

The mob was augmented by long 
motor caravans converging on Sal- 
isbury from many points on the 
eastern shore of Maryland, Dela- 
ware and Virginia. 

A general fire alarm was sound- 
ed and firemen were ordered to the 
rescue of the guardsmen. 

The mob appeared to be unmind- 
ful of the tear gas, pressing closer 
and closer. 

The firemen poured streams of 
water into the tear gas, apparently 
in an effort to deaden the effects 
of the fumes. They appeared to 
be in sympathy with the mob. The 
mob cheered. 

A few minutes later more tear 
gas was loosed. 

Bricks Thrown, Shots Fired. 

Bricks were thrown at the Ar- 
mory by the crowd and this was 
followed by shots, although it was 
not determine who had fired «hem, 
guardsmen or mobsters. 

Brigadier-General Milton A. Reck- 
rd, State * tjfutant - General, in 
‘ommand of the battalion, then 

ent outside the Armory and made 

brief speech, asking the crowd to 
fill back. He was greeted with 
jeers. 

After more chan an hour, with 
the mob still threatening, the 
guardsmen marched from the Ar- 
nory and got into their busses. 

After the guardsmen left, the 
rowd continued to make a boister- 
us demonstration. Two automo- 
biles were overturned. One of them 
iught fire. Scme of the crowd 
gathered made threats against 
newspaper reporters. The reporters 

ere taken out of the Armory by 
a side entrance. 

As the busses carrying’ the 

iardsmen pulled away, the crowd 
nade no attempt to molest them. 

Some of the crowd. however, 
‘turned over an official car, a large 
sedan. A Negro chauffeur scram- 
bled out and ran. The car was said 
to belong to William Preston Lane 

State Attorney-General, who 
h ad been in the armory. 

Gov. Ritchie was ill in Annapolis, 
hut news from 3alisbury was taken 
‘o him. He announced he would 
call out more troops if Gen. Reck- 
ord asked for them. 

Troops Arrive Unexpectedly.

LINDBERGH WARNED AGAINST

One Yellow Fever Case There;

DAKAR, Senegal, Nov. 28.—Col. 
Charles A. Lindbérgh sent a mes- 
sage to French authorities today 
saying he hoped to fly from Porto 


Praia, Cape Verde Islands, to Da- 
kar tomorrow morning. The Colo- 
nel said he intended to take off at 
8 a. m., and asked that prepara- 
tions be made for his landing and 
refueling. 

Because of some sickness in Da- 
kar, the authorities replied imme- 
diately with a suggestion that he 
fly to St. Louis, Senegal, farther up 
the coast. The sickness, authori- 
ties explained, was yellow fever. 
Only one case has been discovered 
and isolated. 

They informed Col. Lindbergh in 
a wireless message that he and 
Mrs. Lindbergh would be perfectly 
safe here in the daytime, but that 
after sundown mosquitoes which 
are potential fever carriers become 
active and that an over-night stay 
was inadvisable.

$250,000 for his services. 

John Hatfield, former West Vir- 
ginia State Senator, who, it is al- 
leged, was also induced by Roll to 
advancé money, was another wit- 
ness. 

Two Department of Justice 
agents, Louis Loeb] and Earle M. 
Black, were prepared to submit to’ 
the jury an affidavit from Ford in 
which he denied any knowledge of 
Roll or the project Roll was pro- 
moting. 


U. $. GOLD PRICE $33.85, 
ADVANCE OF NINE CENTS 


First Increase in Week; London 
Quotation $32, With $5.10 to 
the Pound Sterling. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—The 
Government gold price was ad- 
vanced 9c today to $33.85, the first 
increase since a week ago. Today’s 
price compares with London price 
of $32 on an opening sterling quo- 
tation of $5.10 to the pound. 

The first recent increase in the 
RFC price on newly-mined gold 
followed strengthening of the dol- 
lar yesterday in London and Paris 
and a stronger Government bond 
market, while commodities dropped 


off slightly.

ITHACA, N. Y., Nov. 28.—A fear 


that the administration’s gold-buy- 
ing policy will be ineffective or will 
result in harmful consequences was 
expressed here in a joint statement 
by Prof. Harold L. Reed and six 
other professors and assistant pro-. 


fessors of the economics depart- 
ment of the College of Arts and 
Sciences of Cornell University. The 
statement, made in response to in- 
quiries, also was signed by Paul M. 
O’Leary, E. A. J. Johnson, Royal 
E. Montgomery, F. A. Southard Jr., 
Paul T. Homan and Donald En- 
glish. 

Prof. George F. Warren of the 
Department of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics at the State College of Ag- 
riculture, a division of Cornell, has 
been credited with advising major 
portions of the present administra- 
tion gold-buying policy. 

The statement of the five mem- 
bers of the economics department 
follows: 

“First, we do not believe that the 
economic depression, its antecedent 
causes, duration and intensity, can 
be explained in terms of shcrtage 
in the physical supply of gold avail- 
able through the world for mone- 
tary use. We do believe that the 
principal factor has been the mal- 
administration of bank credit. We 
believe further that an enhdnccd 
production of gold in recent years 
might have exaggerated perplexities 
because this gold might have served 
as the base for even greater exten- 
sions of unsound bank credit. 

“Secondly, we do not deny that 
the dollar price of gold is a factor 
in the determination of commodity 
prices, but we believe that the con- 
nection between the dollar’s gold 
value and the dollar’s goods value 
is by no means uniform amid dif-

will ineffective or will operate 
through processes that will be so 
difficult to control that harmful 
consequences may ensue. 

“Thirdly, we regret that the ad- 
ministration when undertaking its 
gold purchase program did not is- 
sue a precise statement regarding 
the processes through which a re 
duction of the gold value of the 
dollar would raise the general price 
level. Without such a statcment, 
the capital markets cannot be cer- 
tain of the administration’s imme- 
diate objectives and must labor un- 
der a degree of perplexity not con- 
ducive to wholesome economic re- 
covery. 

“Fourthly, while we believe that 
a reasonable stability of commodity 
prices is one indication of a sound 
general economic program, we do 
ynot hold that under all circum- 
stances movements of commodity 
prices should be the primary con- 
sideration in Federal Reserve and 
Treasury policies. We maintain 
that insofar as stabilization of eco- 
nomic life is to be fostered by 
monetary devices, principal em- 
phasis must be devoted to credit 
administration as _ distinguished 
from gold manipulations.” 


38 on Columbia U. Faculty for 


Return to Gold Standard. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 28. — Predict- 
ing a “major financial crisis” in 
the next few months unless confi- 
dence in the dollar is restored, 38 
members of the Columbia Univer- 
sity faculty yesterday expressed op- 
position to inflation and urged an 
“expeditious” return to the gold 
standard. The statement, signed by 
teachers of economics and business 
subjects, says: 

“In our opinion one of the most 
serious forces retarding the move- 
ment of recovery is the ever-in- 
creasing public distrust of the dol- 
lar. Unless confidence is speedily 
restored by appropriate adminis- 
trative action and by congressional 
resistance to the demands of the in- 
flationists, the country is likely to 
witness a major finarcial crisis in 
the next few months.” 

A return to the gold standard did 
not necessarily mean a return to “a 
gold dollar of the former weight 
and fineness,” said the statement. 

“The vital necessity is to rein- 
troduce the gold standard and we 
recommend that an agreement be 
sought with Great Britain and with 
those nations whose currency is 
linked to the pound sterling for a 
general return to gold, ;iving con- 
sideration te measures which would 
me*ce it possible for other nations 
to join us in a concerted effort to 
stabilize the foreign exchanges.” 

Taking cognizance of the “severe 
plight of the farmers,” the state 
ment said that, while currency in- 
flation doubtless ~7ould have the ef- 
fect of reducing the present debt 
burden through a rise in the price 
of farm products, “there is no good 
reason to suppose that it would 
raise the prices of these products 
faster than the prices of the things 
which the farmer buys.”

tions Went Wrong. 


SENATORS LOOK INTO

President of Detroit-Wind- 
sor Concern Shared in 
Profit on Real Estate Ac- 
quired for Project.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—When 
Albert H. Wiggin yielded to the 
Rockefeller influence by getting out 
of the Chase National Bank last 
January, he turned over to it stock 
valued at $1,000,000. He called it 
a “gift,” but others contended that 
it was considerably less than he 
owed the bank. This was devel- 
oped today during his testimony be- 
fore the Senate Committee investi- 
gating the stock market operations. 


Another interesting development 
was his vehement denial that he 
sent ‘word to President Hoover to 
“mind his own business.” William 
Fox, former film magnate, last week 
testified that, when Claudius Hus- 
ton, then chairman of the Republi- 
can National Committee, told Wig- 
gin that President Hoover disliked 
the bankers’ scheme to foreclose on 
Fox’s properties, Wiggin replied by 
telling the President “where to get 
ORR i. i | ‘* 
ton, and, 
affairt® with him, He declared it 
preposterous to Suppose that he 
would send such a message to any 
President. 

More About the Million. 

~ The $1,000,000 payment, or “gift,” 
which Wiggin laid on the table be- 
fore saying his farewells at the 
bank, was the outcome of his part 
in a speculation which the bank 
financed. This speculation was 
mainly in stock of Harley L. Clake’s 
grandiose General Theater Equip- 
ment Co., which acquired the Fox 
Film Co. 

While Wiggin was head of the 
bank, he was also sole owner of the 
Shermar Corporation, which was a 
member of the syndicate formed to 
trade on the market in General 
Theater and other stock. To carry 
on this speculation, the syndicate 
borrowed from the bank. 

Replying to questions from Ferdi- 
nand Pecora, committee counsel, 
Wiggin stoutly maintained that 
such loans constituted a proper 
banking practice, although in this 
particular instance thev turned out 
to have been “unwise.” Specula- 
tion, declared this former head of 
the country’s largest bank, is crit- 
icised only when it is unsuccessful. 

The particular loans which formed 
the basis for the $1,000,000 settle- 
ment totaled about $5,000,000. Un- 
fortunately for the bank, however, 
the speculation bankrupted several 
members of the syndicate, and the 
question then arose whether the 
solvent survivors were not respon- 
sible for the entire sum. Eventual- 
ly it was left to an arbiter, Eldon 
Bisbee, who was a director in both 
the bank.and the Shermar Corpo- 
ration, and he ruled that they were 
not. 

Wiggin Denies He Told Hoover to 
“Mind Own Business.” 

At the opening of the hearing this 
morning Wiggin denounced as “ab- 
solutely and entirely false” Fox’s 
statement “that I sent word to the 
President of the United States to 
mind his business.” Fox testified 
last week that Wiggin sent such an 
admonition to President Hoover 
when Claudius Huston asked Hoo- 
ver to intervene and save Fox from 
the banker. 

Wiggin denied that Huston ever 
discussed Fox’s affairs with him. 

“The only time I ever met Mr. 
Huston was at a large dinner party 
in New York. Half a dozen noted 
Washingtonians were there.” 

“Noted for what?” asked Senator 
Couzens. Wiggin couldn't recall 


but once or twice in my life, and 
that was years ago,” he added. 

Asked about the $70,000,000 which 
the bank and“the securities corpora- 
tion lost in financing Clarke’s 
movie venture, Wiggin said he ap- 
proved the loans because he thought 
they “would be a good thing for 
the business and industrial world, 
and also for the bank and the se- 
curities company.”

Fier- 
monte obtained a Msvada divorce de- 
cree last summer after his \wife 
in Rome had refused to divorce 
him.

The marriage ceremony was per- 
formed by Justice Vincent S. Lippe 
of the City Court. The bride is 40 
years old;,Fiermonte is 26. 

Fiermonte’s former wife is Sig- 
nora Tosaca Manetti Fiermonte of 
Rome, on whom he has made a 
property settlement. 

Philip Lyndon~- Dodge, who was 
present at the wedding and was 
spokesman for the family, said he 
had no idea of the future plans of 
the Fiermontes.

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FOUR GANGSTERS 
ARE ACQUITTEDIN 
HAMM KIDNAPING 


Roger Touhy and Three 
Chicago Associates Freed 
in Abduction of St: Paul 


Brewer. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 28.—Roger 
Touhy, Chicage gang leader and 
three associates today were found 
not guilty of kidnaping William J. 
Hamm Jr., millionaire St. Paul 
brewer. 

Besides Touhy, the defendants 
were Eddie McFadden, Willie Shar- 
key and Gustav Schaefer. 

Judge Joyce, in his final in- 
struction to the jurors last night, 
said they must determine the guilt 
or innocence of each defendant un- 
der both separate indictments, 
which charge interstate transporta- 
tion of a kidnaped person, and con- 
spiracy to transport. 

The defense in its argument 
stressed alibi testimony offered for 
its side and urged the jurors not 
to “be misled by hysteria or in- 
flamed by the heinousness of this 
crime.” 

Hamm was kidnaped near his 
office here last June 15. He said 
he was taken to a hideout in Wis- 
consin and released early June 19 
after payment of $100,000 ransom. 
Touhy and his followers were 
linked with the crime following 
their arrest at Elkhorn, Wis., after 
an antomobile accident. Their car 
was found loaded with firearms. 
They were indicted under the so- 
called Lindbergh kidnaping law by 
a Federal grand jury. The trial be- 
gan Nov. 9 and ten men and two 
women were selected for the jury. 

The jury brought in its verdict 
after seven hours and 35 minutes of 
deliberation. 

The four men will be taken to 
Chicago, where they will be tried 
on a charge of kidnaping John 
(Jake the Barber) Factor. 


ITALY OFFERS PAYMENT 
OF $1,000,000 ON WAR DEBT 


Proposal to Meet Less Than Half of 
Amount Due Dec. 15 Referred 
to Roosevelt.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 28.— 
Gov. Park’s one per cent retail sales 
tax bill was passed today by the 
House, by a vote of 98 to 30. Im- 
mediately thereafter the House, by 
an overwhelming vote, defeated a 
House Ways and Means Committee 
substitute, opposed by the Gover- 
nor, which would haVe levied a one- 
quarter per cent tax on all retail 
sales and all services for hire. 

The House thus decisively sus- 
tained the Governor’s recommenda~ 
tion of a one-per cent sales tax as 
a means of raising necessary reve- 
nue for unemployment relief and 
public education. The committee 
substitute, which has been spon- 
sored, in part, by House members 
known not to favor a salés tax, had 
been regarded as a device to de- 
feat the Governor’s bill. 

There was virtually no debate on 
either bill, and they were put te 
a vote, in order, as soon as they 
were called up as a special order of 
business. 

The House also passed the Weak- 
ley public works bill, which has 
been opposed by utility interests. 

Emergency Clause Adopted. 

After the roll call on the Gover- 
nor’s tax bill, several members who 
had voted against passage changed 
their votes to aye on adoption of the 
emergency clause, thereby giving 
the bill more than the required 100 
votes for adoption of an emergency 
clause. If the bill finally passes 
both houses, with this clause, the 
act will become operative as soon 
as signed by the Governor. 

The bill now goes to the Senate, 
where there is considerable oppo- 
sition to a sales tax. This opposi- 
tion is led by Senator Casey of 
Kansas City. 

Representative Munger of Scott 
County handled the Governor’s bill. 
on the floor and carried on an ef- 
fective fight, when ft was up re 
cently for perfection, which result- 
ed in little material change in its 
provisions through amendments. 

In Effect Till 1936. 

The bill would levy a flat tax of 
1 per cent on all retail sales of 
“tangible personal property.” The 
bill contains a limitation which 
would make the act inoperative 
after Jan. 1, 1936. That provision 
was placed in the bill in keeping 
with administration statements 
that it was an emergency measure, 
and was desired only for the an- 
ticipated duration of the emer- 
gency. ; 

It has been estimated the 1 per 
cent tax would yield $7,000,000 a 
year. 


PARK BILLS PUT | 
UP TO SENATE 


The Missouri House today, 
checked squarely to the Senate any 
responsibility for failure to adopt 
Gov.

Long had suddenly appeared at 
the hearing to answer testimony 
heard yesterday which he said “re- 
flected on him” and later digressed 
into various fields of politics. He 
had started down from the witness 
chair when Mrs. Hammond arose. 

“I wish to say to the committee,” 
she said, “that it has permitted this 
witness to take liberties granted no 
other witness. It has permitted him 
to make a stump speech of more 
than an hour into the records. He 
has been allowed to make state- 
ments and charges that have been 
denied to other witnesses. 

“I ask you—Is the United States 
Senate afraid of Huey P. Long?” 

s Mrs. Hammond's concluding re- 

marks were drowned out in a storm 

of cheers and whoops from the 
crowd. 

As she was speaking, Sentaor 
Long walked down in front of her 
and the chairman, got his hat, and 
stalked out of the hearing cham- 
ber. 

Long’s Rebuttal Evidence. 

Earlier Long had obtained per- 
mission to present rebuttal witness- 
es in answer to testimony of yes- 
terday, but his request to be al- 
lowed to examine the witnesses on 
the stand was denied. 

S. D. Hunter, wealthy oil man of 
Shreveport, accused Long yesterday 
of trying to force him to make a 
large contribution to the Overton 
campaign fund on threat of prose- 
cution for alleged oil and gas con- 
servation violations. 

Dr. J. A. Shaw, Supervisor of the 
Shreveport Office of the Conserva- 
tion Department, took the stand to 
deny testimony of Hunter, who 
charged that Dr. Shaw had told him 
that he (Hunter) would be prose- 
cuted and sent to the penitentiary 
for gas and oil conservation viola- 
tions if he did not contribute’ to 
Overton's campaign fund. 

On the stand, Shaw said he had 
never discussed politics with Hunt- 
er and that “the law did not even 
carry a jail sentence, much less a 
penitentiary sentence.” The law, 
he said, provided only for a fine 
and disbarment from doing busi- 
ness in the State. 

Hunter’s Manager Pleaded Guilty. 

Shaw said an investigation of the 
Hunter gas field was made during 
an investigation of all fields and 
that “by-passing” of gas was found 
in the Hunter wells. He described 
“by-passing” as passing gas around 
the meter instead of through it as 
a means of escaping royalty pay- 
ments. Shaw charged that Hunt- 
ers’ manager pleaded guilty and 
paid a fine of $6000.

Financing of the Detroit-Windsor 
Tunnel Project.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The 
Senate Banking Committee today 
began its inquiry into the financing 
of the Detroit-Canada tunnel in 
1929-30 by the Chase National Bank 
and others which resulted in big 
losses*‘to investors. 

Leslie W. Snow, second vice-pres- 
ident of the Chase Bank and for- 
mer officer of Chase Securities Cor- 
poration, was examined regarding 
the floating of $8,500,000 of deben- 
tures and a like amount of first 
mortgage bonds by the Detroit & 
Canada Tunnel Co. The Chase Se- 
curities Corporation financed both 
issues. 

Snow said he was approached 
about the. tunnel financing by 
Chase Donaldson, who later wrote 
to Gerhard M. Dahl, then a direc- 
tor of the Chase Bank, about the 
project. Donaldson was a member 
of Bertis, Rawls & Donaldson, Inc., 
Detroit and New York bankers. 

Others who approached him on 

the finnacing project, Snow said, 
were the Guardian Trust Co. of De- 
troit and Harris Trust & Savings 
of Chicago. 
A memorandum from Snow to H. 
G. Freeman in March, 1928, report- 
ed that the banking group was to 
be headed by the Guardian Trust, 
with Bertis, Rawls & Donaldson and 
the Harris arOm & Savings as par- 
ticipants. 

Snow said the engineering  re- 
ports were favorable and that the 
Chase Bank was to have a chance 
to participate. 

In on Real Estate Profit. 
At the afternoon session, the 
committee received evidence that 
Judson Bradway, president of the 
Detroit & Canada Tunnel Co., 
shared in a 35 per cent profit on 
real estate acquired for the pro- 
ject.

The strikers and representatives 
of the yards companies against 
which the strike was called met 
with representatives of the NRA 
Regional Labor Board this after- 
noon in an effort to settle the 
strike amicably. 

Most of today’s receipts were 
billed direct to packing plants, 
where unloading operations were 
halted &fter new employes became 
terrified and abandoned their jobs. 

The agreement meant that “white- 
collar” workers from the commis- 
sion firms would continue to un- 
load and care for the livestock on 
hand.

- 
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CONFUSION OVER 
LIQUOR CONTROL 
IN LEGISLATURE 


House Caucus Finds Both 
Saloon and Indiscriminate 
Sale in Hotels and Restau- 
rants Opposed.

Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 28.— 
The utmost confusion exists in the 
Legislature on the liquor control 
bill. The House is in turmoil on 
the question, and in the Senate lit- 
tle progress has been made toward 
whipping a bill into shape. 

The House yesterday abandoned 
consideration of its liquor bill and 
went into caucus, an action which 
resulted in little change from its 
position of last week. The Senate 
adopted a number of technical cor- 
rective amendments, but made no 
progress on the main points of the 
legislation other than to reach a 
tentative agreement to fix the 
State excise tax on hard liquors at 
80 cents per gallon, the tax fixed 
by the Committees on Judiciary 
and Criminal Jurisprudence in the 
substitute bill a to the Sen- 
ate. 

Canahienet in Caucus. 


After two days of consideration 
of its own liquor bill, the House, 
having arrived at no definite pro- 
gram, took up the subject in cau- 
cus, the effort being made to com- 
mit the overwhelming Democratic 
majority to a definite course of ac- 
tion. This in large measure failed. 

In the caucus it was agreed, with- 
out committing the Democrats as 
a whole to the agreement, that the 
prevailing sentiment was opposed 
to the open saloon, and also that 
it was opposed to authorizing the 
sale of liquor by the drink in hotels 
and restaurants indiscriminately. 
Representative Taylor of Chariton 
County offered motion in the cau- 
cus to declare opposition to any 
form of local option, but his motion 
was defeated. 

The House today will abandon 
temporarily consideration of the 
liquor bil] to take up the sales tax. 

50-Cent and $1 Arguments. 

In an entire day of discussion in 
the Senate the only vital question 
considered was the cacise tax on 
whisky and other hard liquors. The 
Senate Ccmmittees had reported in 
the substitute bill in favor of a tax 
of 80 cents a gallon. Senator 
Haymes of Springfield offered an 
amendment to fix the tax af€ $1, and 
Senator Brogan presented a substi- 
tute to fix it at 50 cents. Both pro- 
posals were voted down, leaving 
the tax at 80 cents, as reported by 
the committee, and the present in- 
dications are that it will remain at 
that figure. 

Advocates of the 50-cent tax pre- 
sented the argument that a low tax 
should be fixed with a view to mak- 
ing the retail price of liquor so low 
that the bootlegger would be legis- 
lated out of business. Senator Hen- 
ry of Bates County and other Sen- 
ators, who supported the $1 tax, 
ridiculed the idea that the State 
license would be a factor in elimi- 
nating the bootlegger. 

“We are fooling ourselves,” Sen- 
ator Henry said, “in thinking there 
is anything altruistic in this situa- 
tion. The distillers and liquor deal- 
ers want a low tax so that they 
can reap a bigger profit. The only 
considerations here are the thirst 
of man and the greed of man.” 
Senator Jones of Dunklin County 
had previously pointed out that the 
only difference between a tax of 
50 cents a gallon and $1 a gallon 
was 614 cents a pint. 

“An increase of 6% cents a pint,” 
both Senators said, “is not going to 
drive anybody to bty uncertain 
liquor from bootleggers. It will not 
make any difference in the price of 
liquor, but it will make a difference 
of a million dollars or so in the 
amount of revenue the State will 
derive from liquor.” 

“There is no reason to fool our- 
selves,” Senator Henry said. “We 
can tax liquor at 50 cents a gallon 
and add to the profits of the liquor 
dealers and add to the other taxes 
the people generally will have to 
pay, or we can tax it at $1 and cut 
the profits of the liquor dealers and 
also reduce the other taxes the gen- 
eral taxpayer pays.” 

On a vote the 50-cent tax was re- 
jected, the vote standing 15 to 15. 
The vote on the $1 tax stood 10 for 
and 22 against. 

The bill remains at 80 cents, and, 
while it is possible to change this 
figure, the present indications are

CHICAGO, Nov. 28—A_ conten- 
tion that her daughter-in-law was 
killed by a robber was definitely in- 
dicated today as the defense Dr.

“All she actu- 
ally knows is what she told the 
police in the first place—that she 
found Rheta dead, discovered $6 
missing. and called for medical aid 
and for an embalmer. 3 

“Any statement she may ~ have 
made to contradict her first one was 
given after she had been without 
sleep for 70 hours and in response 
to clever suggestions of police, 
prosecutors or their alienists. Her 
first statement is her true _ state- 
ment and that will be her defense.” 

The attorney also charged that 
the police had “bungled” the czse 
from the beginning in suspecting 
Dr. Wynekoop, instead of hunting 
for clews of the intruder nien- 
tioned by her after Mrs. Rheta 
Wynekoop’s partially clothed body 
was found last Tuesday on an op- 
erating table in the doctor’s office. 

Assistant State’s Atturney Charles 
S. Dougherty. however, professed 
to be unperturbed by Dr. Wyne- 
koop’s repudiation of her state- 
ment. 

“We never believed it anyway,” 
he said.

MISSOURI HOUSE

Resolution Sponsored by 
Committee Requests Ac- 
tivities at Last Session Be 
Included.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 28. — 


Committee today asked the House 


to broaden its powers by authoriz- 
‘ing it to employ special counse] 
and investigators, and to extend its 
| inquiry into lobbying activities dur- 
ling the regular session of the Leg- 
islature earlier this year. 

A resolution introduced by Rep- 
resentative Maxey of Bates Coun- 
ty, chairman of the committee, re- 
questing the wider powers, was 
laid over until tomorrow, under the 
rules, when a vote will be taken. 

The committee was created at the 


tigate lobbying activities, and par- 
ticularly the activities of a power- 
ful public utility lobby which has 
been actively opposing some of the 
Governor’s public works bills. This 
opposition has been so effective 
that a Senate committee last week 
killed the more important of the 
public works bills. 

Extension of the inquiry to in 
clude the last regular’ session 
would open a wide field. During 
that session it was charged repeat- 
edly that a strong public utility 
lobby was dominating the Legisla- 
ture. This lobby was successful in 
killing all bills affecting utilities, to 
which it was opposed, and gaining 
passage of utility bills it favored. 
Included was the Buford public 
utility bill, which the Governor 
vetoed. 

Maxey’s resolution, introduced on 
behalf of the committee, would au- 
thorize it to investigate “any and 
all improper attempts that have oc- 


-ence any member of the General 
Assembly.” 
It would authorize the committee 
to. employ one special counsel, not 
more than two assistants, who 
would aid as investigators, and one 
shorthand reporter. 
The committee asked for an ap- 
propriation of not to exceed $1000 
from the House contingent fund, to 
pay necessary expenses of sum- 
moning witnesses, hearings, and 
other work of the committee. 
The supplementary resolution 
also provides that the committee, 
after making its inquiry, shall 
draft a proposed bill, based on its 
findings, “for the purpose of pre- 
venting any further attempts to 
improperly influence the official 
action of any member of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, or of any officer, 
department and commission of the 
State, or agent thereof.” This bill 
would be introduced in the present 
special session. 
A lobby regulatory law now on 
the statute books is . inoperative, 
due to a court decision which in- 
validated most of its provisions. 
The committee has not conducted 
any hearings so far, pending this 
move to widen its authority. Mem- 
bers of the committee are Repre- 
sentatives Maxey and Lay of Ben- 
ton County, both Democrats, and 
Representative Presley of Dallas 
County, Republican minority floor 
leader.

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HOPKINS ADVOCATES 
BLESS INSURANCE 


Relief Administrator Urges 
Plan in Which Cities, Coun- 
ties, States Would Participate. 


By the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, Nov. 28.—Declar- 
ing “the Federal Government has 
no intention of holding the bag in 
Maryland or any other state in the 
Union” in the relief problem, Har- 
ry L. Hopkins, Federal Relief Ad- 
ministrator, last night advocated a 
form of employment insurance in 
which cities, counties and common- 
wealths would participate. 

Introduced by Richard F. Cleve- 
land, son of President Cleveland, 
Hopkins spoke under the auspices 
of the state unit of the Givil Works 
Administration. Opening his ad- 
dress, he asserted that the new 
Civil Works Administration is the 
most important thing in the coun- 
try since it is designed to do away 
with relief. 

“Ask anybody what he thinks of 
relief and he will say it is a shame- 
ful business,” he said. 

Hopkins explained that  provi- 

sion was made for jobs under the 
administration for the self-sustain- 
ing unemployed because “if not, 
such a man would have to get on 
the relief rolls to get a job. A ter- 
rible thing to say.” 
'"“T am one of the crazy people 
who believes,” he said, “that every 
American citizen has an inalienable 
right to work and has a right to 
look to the cities, counties and 
states to see that he does under the 
6 ee 

“I don’t know much about fancy 
things of economy, but I do know 
that the President made up his 
mind that the unemployed are go- 
ing on pay folls. The national 
economy is improving. We must 
not forget that in 1928 and 1929 
we had 2,000,000 or 3,000,000 unem- 
ployed. What are we going to do?” 

He said that there were two ave- 
nues, one unemployment and the 
other employment insurance. The 
worker, he said, helps to build up 


igreat reserves in industry and is 


entitled to a share of them. He 
asked why dividends cannot be 
used to pay insurance benefits in 
lean years. Contributions of the 
worker are as much of a contribu- 
tion to industry as is given by the 
stockholder, he asserted. 

Employment insurance, he con- 
tinued, could be paid out of the 
taxes of towns, counties and states. 
A certain amount of taxes should 
be set aside to give public work to 
such unemployed, he added, in the 
lean years.

“If you leave the Old Testament 
out of the Bible,” he said, “you can- 
cel God's loyalty. The Old Testa- 
ment is like an arrow pointing to 
Jesus Christ. It too is God’s word.” 

Dr. Knak drew a parallel be- 
tween the former policy of the al- 
lies toward Germany and the pres- 
ent attitude of the Nazis toward 
the Protestant Church. 

“Those armed to the teeth are 
most afraid of those who want 
truth and peace,” he said. 

A resolution was ddopted de- 
manding that pastors and church- 
goers be not tied to political organi- 
zations. 

While this meeting was being 
held Reichsbishop Ludwig Mueller 
reiterated his opposition to a Sem- 
itic basis of Christianity in an in- 
terview in a Kloemsberg newspa- 
per.

FUNG] SURVIVE 
“INTHE STRATOSPHERE 


\Scientist Announces One Re- 


sult of Balloon Ascent to 
11-Mile Height. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—First 
scientific results of Lieutenant- 
Commander T. G. Settle’s_ strato- 
sphere flight were made public to- 
day, showing that life in the form 
of fungus spores or molds can sur- 
vive 11 miles above the earth 
where human beings die if unpro- 
tected. 

Spores of seven kinds of fungi, or 
microscopic plants, which Settle 
carried to the stratosphere on the 
outside of his balloon gondola, 
lived through temperatures far be- 
low zero, rarefied air, low atmos- 
pheric pressure and increased ultra- 
violet light, reported F. C. Meier, 
plant pathologist of. the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The spores 
germinated readily after their re- 
turn. 

It was the first time that living 
spores had been sent to such a 
height and brought back for scien- 
tific analysis. They were carried 


inside and outside cotton balls tied 
to the gondola. : 

Among the spores sent aloft were 
those of common bread mold; the 
red mold that germinates in blood- 
like spots after bread is baked, 
and strawberry rot that causes the 
“whiskers” sometimes seen on ber- 
ries at marketing time. All the 
fungi- used in the, experiment had 
been collected from the air by 
Meier on airplane flights. 

Though the spores survived the 
stratosphere flight, the conditiqns 
they underwent may have caused 
changes not now apparent but 
‘which will show up as the fungi 
develop, Meier said. Tests that 
will cover many months ar being 
made to learn whether development 
of the fungi was stimulated, their 
vigor altered, or their hereditary 
qualities changed.

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Modernized Gold Standard, 
Revalued Dollar and British 
Agreement. Urged by Warburg 


Replying to Borah, He Says Plan Eliminates 
Criticism of Old Methods Without 
Embarking on Perils of New. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—A return 
to a “modernized” gold standard, 
on a bullion instead of a coin base, 
with an early revalution of the dol- 
lar, is advocated in a letter writ- 
ten to Senator W. E. Borah by 
James P. Warburg, former. unoffi- 
cial economic adviser to President 
Roosevelt. 

The letter was in reply to a pub- 
lic statement by Senator Borah 


which said that Warburg, in a re- 
cent address at Philadelphia, had 
offered nothing constructive on the 
monetary problem and had only ad- 
vocated a return to the policy “un- 
der which we arrived at our pres- 
ent disastrous condition.” 

Warburg, in his communication 
to Senator Borah, outlined an “im- 
mediate policy” on monetary mat- 
ters.” 

“I believe,” he wrote, “that no 
single action of our Government 
could contribute-more effectively to 
recovery than the announcement of 
its intention to abandon further 
willful depreciation, to abandon the 
commodity dollar experiment, and 
to seek to bring about the early 
revaluation of the dollar in terms 
of a modernized gold standard. 


Would Act With Britain. 

“Such revaluation should not, in 
my judgment, be undertaken at 
once, and I do not pretend to know 
at what point between the present 
rate and the old par it should final- 
ly ‘be. I do say, howeVer, that an 
intelligent revaluation can only be 
undertaken in conjunction with 
similar action by Great Britain 
which would, of course, involve the 
entire so-called sterling bloc. And 
I further venture the opinion that 
the best approach to such joint ac 
tion would be an immediate ar- 
rangement for co-operative action 
by the Federal Reserve System and 
the Bank of England to limit exces- 
sive fluctuations of the two cur- 
rencies in terms of each other.” 

During the time necessary to find 
the point of natural equilibrium 
between the dollar and the pound, 
by a method of “trial and error,” 
which would enable both nations 
to undertake final revaluation in 
terms of gold, Warburg said, “I 
should expect that our _ people 
would be untroubled by fear as to 
the future of our monetary unit, 
because they would have, on the 
one hand, the assurance that our 
Government did not intend to seek 
any further depreciation, and, on 
the other hand, the assurance that 
our currency would eventually be 
the kind of gold currency they 
could understand and trust.” 

Policy in Meantime. 

Insofar as it was possible to make 
specific suggestions without know- 
ing what will happen “between the 
present time and the time when 
it will be feasible to reach an in- 
ternational agreement for the re- 
establishment of an _ international 
gold standard,” Warburg said that 
“the following thoughts are suggest- 
ed: 

“1. Gold coin should be entirely 
withdrawn from circulation. 

“2. The holding of monetary gold 
should be confined to central banks 
or banks of issue, who would use 
it for the settlement cf internation- 
al balances of payment resultinz 
from temporary disequilibria in the 
foreign account, and who would 
likewise hold it as cover for their 
(note issues. 

“3. Note issues should be redeem- 
able in gold bullion for export only, 
and shipments arising from such 
redemption should be made only 
between central banks o> banks of 
issue. ‘This suggestion involves 
overcoming French position towards 
giving up internal redemption in 
gold bullion. So long as any natior. 
permits such redemption, hoarding 
of gold will be possible because any- 
one anywhere can buy exchange on 
that nation and present currency 
and obtain gold. 

“4. Gold miners should be com- 
pelled to offer their output to their 
respective monetary authorities and 
should only sell to others for use 
in the industries, arts and profes- 
sions when permitted to do so by 
their respective monetary authori- 
ties and when the purchasers are 
duly licensed to buy.” 

He Suggests 25 Per Cent. 

Under such a system, he added, 
it wouid seem that the minimum le- 
gal ratio of metal cover against 
note circulation “might well be re- 
duced to 25 per cent.” This, how- 
ever, he explained, applied to coun- 
tries like the United States, where 
there was such a ratio. 

“These ideas, as I have said,” 
Warburg wrote, “were discussed in 
a preliminary way at the London 
conference. They would require 
further discussion and proper mod- 
ification before international agree- 
ment could or should be reached. 
I state them inerely to illustrate 
how, it would be prefectly possible 
to free the world from the specter 


of gold scarcity and to free the 


central banks from the disturbing 
influence of a loss of gold due to 
hoarding. 

“This is what I mean by a mod- 
ernization of the gold standard, 
which would meet the justifiable 
crticisms leveled against it nee 
embarking upon new forms 
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| money which, no matter how theo- 


“ 


retically perfect they might be, 
could not possibly command univer- 
sal confidence becouse they could 
not command universal] understand- 
ing.” 

Use of Central Banks. 

Warburg, who was. adviser to the 
American delegation at the London 
conference last summer, said that, 
no matter what international mone- 
tary standard was adopted, steps 
“must be taken to’ provide for 
closer and more effective co-opera- 
tion between the central banks or 
banks of issue of the various coun- 
tris.” 

“It should be stressed in this con- 
nection,” he added, “that central 
banks must use their powers of 
contraction in times of inordinate 
business exvansion and not only 
their powers of expansion in times 
of depression. This is particularly | 
true, if by economizing in the use 
of gold, we broaden the basis for 
a possible over-expansion of credit.” 

Warburg said there should be an 
“adequate and intelligent control of 
both long and short-term foreign 
lending” since this, “it has been 
clearly shown, cannot be left to the 
discretion of private bankers.” 

Such control, he _ pointed out, 
“must not, under any circum- 
stances, take the form of exchange 
restrictions, which, experience has 


flow through illicit channels of the 
very transactions that they are de- 
signed to prohibit.” 

“No artificial barriers,” he added, 
“will prevent money from fleeing 
when it is afraid to remain, or 
from going where it hopes to find 
profitable employment. There is 
only one way to prevent an unde- 
sirable movement of capital, and 
that is to eliminate the reason for 
it. Remove fear—provide the rea- 
sonable hope of: profitable employ- 
ment—and capital will always show 
itself the most tirorous of wander- 
ers, the most comfortable and lazy 
of homebodies.” 

“As to the gold-buying program,” 
Warburg wrote, “which we are now 
pursuing in our approach to a com- 
modity dollar, let me say, first, that 
I believe neither in the theory nor 
in the practical method.

TO PUBLISH COLUMBUS DATA 
AS RESULT OF CONTROVERSY 


Spanish Museum Director So De- 
cides After, Charges of For- 
geries in Original Documents. 

By the Associated Press. 

SEVILLE, Spain, Nov. 28.—Juan 
Tamayo, director of the Museum of 
Spanish American History, an- 
nounced yesterday that »vhotostatic 
copies would be published of all 
documents relating to discovery of 
America as a result of findings by 
Prof. Romulo Carvia of Argentina. 

Prof. Carvia recently caused a 
stir in historical circles by declar- 
ing that there were many forgeries 
among the original documents per- 
taining to Columbus’ discovery of 
America. He told the university 
conference he had found many in- 
stances of falsification in a history 
book written by Bartolome de las 
Casas, and suggested that all docu- 
ments ascribed to Las Casas t~ sub- 
mitted to th closest scrutiny. 


Bartolome de las Casas, Bishop of 
Chiapas (Southern Mexico), “apos- 
tle of the Indians,” was a Spaniard, 
born in 1474. He died in 1566. Dur- 
ing his lifetime he vigorously op- 
posed ffre massacre, torture and en- 
slavement of the American Indians 
by the Spanish conquerors. Among 
other things, h. was the first to in- 
troduce African slavery (as a sub- 
stitute for Indian slavery) in the 
Western Hemisphere. He wrote 
voluminously and his writings are 
source material for his time, but 
the American historian, William 
Hickling Prescott, in his “Conquest 
of Mexico,” notes that the good 
father’s zeal in the cause of the In- 
dians frequently led him to exag- 
gerate if not misrepresent the facts 
in this connection, although he 
grants him reliability and accur- 
acy in other respects. 


MUSSOLINI LIMITS WOMAN 
WORKERS IN PUBLIC OFFICES 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Nov. 28.—Premier Mussv- 
lini ordered yesterday that the 
number of woman workers in many 
public offices be limited to 5 per 
cent of the total number of persons 
on the payrolls. 

This limitation applies to state, 
provincial and communal offices 
and to State financial concerns. In 
“inferior” forms of employment— 
which referred principally to tele 
phone operators—women may num- 
ber 20 per cent of the total.

—President Roosevelt last night 
signed the distillers’ code, establish- 
ing Federal control of the hard 
liquor traffic after repeal of prohi- 


permanent method of regulation. 
The President said that he did not 
want the code to interfere with 


also that he wanted to prevent “the 
confusion and uncertainty that 
would necessarily arise between the 
actual legal repeal of the (eight- 
eenth) amendment and the passage 
of appropriate legislation by Con- 
gress in consequence thereof.” 

Meanwhile the Government has 
prepared a new brewers’ code, 
which representatives of the beer 
industry said was more. drastic 
than they had anticipated. It pro- 
vides for the allocation of business 
to various plants and permits 
price fixing. 

Summary of Distillers’ Code. 

The major provisions of the dis- 
tillers’ code are: 

Creation of a Federal Alcohol 
Control Administration of five Gov- 
ernment officials to supervise the 
industry with the co-operation of a 
code authority of 10 distillers. 

The Code Authority is given pow- 
er to administer provisions of the 
code subject to the approval of the 
Control Administration but the 
administration retains its power of 
strict regulation of the industry. 

Should the industry fail to sub- 
mit a plan for its Code Authority 
within five days after the Presi- 
dent’s approval, .the Control Ad- 
ministration is given power to cre- 
ate its own authority. 

The code permits operation of dis- 
tilleries under construction and con- 
tracted for on Dec. 5. 

The administration retains 
power to control production, and 
also to fix prices. Members of the 
distilling industry are to be ii- 
censed and no person will be per- 
mitted to distill spirits without a 
permit. 

All distilleries must sell their 
products in bottles, and are pre- 
vented from controlling retail out- 
lets of any description. False ad- 
vertising, misbranding, commer- 
cial bribery, shipment or delivery 
on consignment, prizes or pre- 
miums, advertising allowances are 
prohibited. No sales are to be made 
to unauthorized dealers, vendors 
and distillers are required to pio- 
tect dry states. 

President’s Statement. 

The statement of President 
Roosevelt on the liquor control plan 
follows: 

“I have approved the code of fair 
competition for the distilling indus- 
try. Of course, it devolves on Con- 
gress to determine what legislation 
it wishes to enact as to the control 
of the liquor traffic and the pro- 
tection of those states that wish to 
remain dry.

U. S. BONDS AS A BAROMETER. 
A dispatch from Washington in the Chicago Daily 
Tribune. which is a leader in the journalistic opposi- 
tion to the Roosevelt recovery program, makes a great 
deal out of recent sales of United States Government 
bonds by members of the Federal Reserve System in 
New York, Chicago and other banking centers. 

The Tribune reports two interpretations of these 
sales. The first is that the bankers of the nation 
have lost faith in the credit of the Federal Govern- 
ment. The second is that the bankers are seeking 
by this means to impress the Government with their 
disbelief and distrust in its gold-buying policy and 
the idea of the commodity dollar. 
The best comment on the first interpretation—the 


folios of the banks themselves. Latest available fig- 
ures on member banks in the Federal Reserve Sys 
tem, as printed in the Wall Street Journal, show 
approximately 26 cents of each $1 deposited in the 
country’s banks and trust companies as invested in 
securities of the United States Government. This 
"high proportion stands in marked contrast to the 
ratio of three years ago, when only about 11 cents 
out of each $1 in deposits was so secured. 
If we are to accept the banks’ holdings in Gov- 
rernment securities and their purchase and sale of 
these as indicative of bankers’ faith or lack of 
faith in the credit of the United States, there is one 
inescapable conclusion. A banking system which

As for the second interpretation—that the banks 
have sold Government bonds to show their disap- 
proval of the administration’s financial policy—it 
is in point to recall that only a few days ago Sen- 
ator Elmer Thomas of Oklahoma, who has been 
none too pleased by the Roosevelt monetary program, 
asked for a presidential inquiry into reports that 
certain New York banks were lending Government 
bonds at a surprisingly low interest rate with the 
deliberate intention of depressing these securities in 
the market through short sales. Obviously, if great 
amounts in Government bonds were taken into the 
market without warning, the tendency would be to 
lower their price. 

Whether those Wall Street financiers who are 
typified by the Wiggins and Mitchells, and who are in 
open opposition to the gold purchase policy, have per- 
formed manipulations of this sort in Government 
bonds is not established. However, judging by the 
shocking revelations in recent months before the Sen- 
ate Banking and Currency Committee, it would not 
be beneath them. This element has demonstrated be- 
yond all question that the welfare of the United 
States counts for nothing when it sees a way to 
serve its own selfish ends. 

The fact to be noted is that, despite the frank 
announcement of President Roosevelt that the admin- 
istration is experimenting in an effort to replace the 
gold dollar with a commodity dollar—to make gold 
the servant and not the master—Government bonds 
average around par, some above and some below, de 
pending on interest rate and other factors. The new 
444-3144 Government bonds, offered by the Treasury 
Department a month ago, are back to 99 29/32, after 
three weeks of varying prices, including a low figure 
of 98 8/32. In other words, they now lack only a very 
smal] fraction of a point of being at par. In this 
connection, it may well be recalled that Fourth 
Liberty Loan bonds were down to 82 in 1920. We do 
not remember a cry at that time that the Govern- 
ment’s credit was imperiled. 

How good is the credit of the United States Gov- 
ernment? Discussing the question in the Magazine 
of Wall Street, John C. Cresswil]] points out that, 
whereas the Federal Government was virtually with- 
out a debt 20 years ago, it now owes in the neighbor- 
hood of 23 billion dollars and has the permission of 
Congress to run up the obligation five billion dollars 
more. Mr. Cresswill goes on to say: 


Despite repudiation of the gold clause of public 

and private bonds, mortgages, notes and con-

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THE AGE OF FRANKLIN ROOSEVELT. 

Critics of the national administration, from the 
once commanding personality of Al Smith down to 
the piping platitudes of Senator Roscoe Patterson, all 
pack a fatal weight. They have nothing to offer. Al’s 
“poloney” is stale, its savor gone, and Patterson’s in- 
dictment, by way of reciting the precepts of dead 
statesmen, is a sorry bill. 

Al wants to turn back the clock. That is all he pro- 
poses. He confesses the old order was not perfect. 
There were things in it he does not applaud or even 
condone. But whatever its defects, which he avoids 
identifying, it was the best we have known. So he 
arrives, at last, at this comfortable destination: “I 
am for experience as against experimentation.” 

Well, without wandering afar in abstractions, it 
may be submitted, we suppose, that experience is the 
culmination of experiments. Pioneers have ventured 
in every field, in every age of recorded progress, and 
posterity has inherited from their failure and suc- 
cess. Today, the world is in a whirl of experimenta- 
tion. How many of the adventures will prove futile 
or altogether mistaken, nobody can say. But this 
spell of experimentation, it is obvious, has been 
launched by necessity. There is nothing optional in 
the daring of Mr. Roosevelt, which, as a sporting 
proposition, has engaged the world’s attention. 

The President of the United States today holds the 
center of the stage, and if here and there some of 
the puissant figures in the boxes frown uncertainly 
or scowl forbiddingly, the great packed galleries of 
humanity are cheering him on.

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PUBLIC WORKS AND THE LEGISLATURE. 
Mayor Johnson of Sullivan, Mo., has wired the 
President to discover the status of Sullivan's appli- 
cation for a loan and grant of $85,000 for a municipal 
electric plant. Revenue bonds have been voted by 
the people and are ready for delivery. The State 
Advisory Board passed on tae application several 
weeks ago..

We think we can enlighten him, as well as the 
Mayors of St. Charles and other communities which 
have applied for loans and grants and have heard 
nothing from them.

OTH Secretary Woodin and Gen. John- 

son have dwelt upon Dr. Sprague’s com- 

plaint that he was not consulted in the 
formulation of monetary policy. They have 
sought to convey the impression that, since 
Dr. Sprague had a personal grievance, his 
action is of no importance. To take this 
view is not only ungenerous, it is to miss 
the point. Dr. Sprague’s experience illus- 
trates something of the widest significance 
which, if it is not taken account of, could 
prove to be the undoing of the adminis- 
tration. 

The question can perhaps be posed in this 
way: Because of his personal distinction 
in the field of monetary theory, because he 
represents views which are held by large 
and powerful groups of people, the failure 
to. consult Dr. Sprague has been taken to 
mean that the opposition is not only being 
overruled but is being ignored. Under these 
conditions, Dr. Sprague’s grievance becomes 
more than personal; it becomes the griev- 
ance of all those who feel that, having en- 
trusted enormous powers to the President, 
they are being let down when those powers 
are exercised without full consideration of 
opposing views. 

The grievance would remain even if, as is 
probably thé case, the substance of Dr. 
Sprague’s objections to the gold policy was 
quite well known to the President. For in 
human relations it is not enough to take ac- 
count of the other man’s opinion. It is nec- 
essary also to make him feel that his opinion 
has been taken into account. 

Now the administration has been exces- 
sively light-hearted in dealing with those 
who not instinctively and immediately 
agree with it. Six months ago, it may not 
have seemed necessary to pay any atten- 
tion either to the Republicans or to those 
Democrats who opposed Mr. Roosevelt at 
Chicago. The President’s prestige was 
overwhelming, and no one dared to contra- 
dict him. 
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But even then, it should have been evi- 
dent that he could maintain such prestige 
only if he produced an uninterrupted re- 
covery. If his policy worked perfectly, 
nothing else mattered. But obviously, no set 
of policies could work perfectly. For that 
reason, it was a grievous mistake in politi- 
cal leadership not to prepare for the ‘lean 
times. As soon as the policies were seen 
not to be working perfectly, it would begin 
to matter greatly whether or not the Presi- 
dent had taken the trouble to disarm the 
opposition. by making its potential leaders 
share his responsibilities. 

In about six weeks, Congress reassembles. 
Then the period of undisputed executive 
power comes inevitably to its end. After 
January, the President will no longer be 
free to experiment; each experiment he un- 
dertakes will have to be explained to Con- 
gress.

N “Biography,” a comedy which 

would lend distinction to any 

season and outstanding as an 
ornament to this year of so little 
dramatic promise, Ina Claire came 
to the American Theater last night 
to begin one of her infrequent visits 
to St. Louis and to delight a large 
first night audience. The play, by 
Sam Behrman, is the first road 
offering—and maybe the last—of 
the season by the New York Thea- 
ter Guild with Miss Claire a sort 
of guest star adding lustre to a 
smartly written opus, a drama 
which does not get dramatic and 
which depends practically entirely 
upon the sparkle of its lines rather 
than upon any theatrical situations. 


That dependence is well ground- 
ed for Mr. Behrman’s flow of con- 
versation is bright and witty al- 
most throughout with the smart 
dialogue never falling to the level 
of the modern wisecrack. The lack 
of action in the play becomes some- 
what apparent in the second act,. 
which cagnot quite keep pace with 
the brilliancy of the opening 
scene. In the last act, however, Mr. 
Behrman catches his breath again 
and “Biography” proceeds, as it be- 
gan—an amusing cumedy of the 
first rank. 


Miss Claire appears as Marion 
Froude, an artist and a woman of 
the world who has loved as she 
saw fit and taken the pleasures of 
life when and where she found 
them. At 35 she is, for the moment 
at least, without a serious attach- 
ment, if any of her attachments 
ever attained the distinction of 
seriousness. To her studio comes 
Richard Kurt, a newspaper man 
who is fighting the present order 
of things, fighting the battle of the 
Reds with one hand while editing 
true life stories in a somewhat sen- 
sational magazine of wide circula- 
tion with the other. He persuades 
Marion to write her biography for 
his publication. 7 is to be a story 
of her life and her loves and of the 
men, great and near great, who 
played a part in them. 


Naturally, when the word gets 
around that the artist has taken to 
the pen to illustrate a subject for 
which she has plenty of material 
right at hand some opposition de- 


velops. A pompous ass who had 
| been Marion’s first lover fears that 
| his career, which is directed to the 
| Senate, will be ruined by the story 
and he brings pressure to bear upon 
the publisher of the magazine 
through one Orrin Kinnicott, his 
prospective father-in-law, who 
owns a string of newspapers of con- 
| siderable power. Also Mr. Kinni- 
cott tries his hand at cajoling Miss 


'Froude, an effort which is entirely 
wasted, except as a provider of 
amusement to the artist-writer, 
who lives, and has lived, largely by 
cajolery herself. 


With the storm breaking about 
her work, Marion suddenly finds 
herself in love with the impetuous 
Richard Kurt, some 10 years her 
junior. He, too, is in love with her, 
but Marion, knowing, from years of 
experience, that two such natures 
could never make a happy combi- 
nation, sends him out of her life 
after she has burned her trouble- 
some manuscript. Then she is off 
| to Hollywood to paint portraits of 
movie stars and resume her easy- 
going life wherever fancy dictates. 


Miss Claire, surely America’s 
leading comedienne, shines bril- 
liantly throughout Mr. Behrman’s 
delightful play, and Earle Lari- 
more gives an excellent perform- 
ance in the somewhat exaggerated 
role of the bitter newspaper man. 
Arnold Korff is a pleasing Vien- 
nese composer who can laugh at 
the world with Marion, and Jay 
Fassett gives just the right touch 
to the senatorially inclined Leander 
Nolan. The others in the cast at- 
tain the same high standards, so 
that the Behrman play has the 
added distinction of being perfectly 
presented. 

“Biography” is a witty and dis- 
tinctive offering, an intelligent en- 
tertainment played in a most 
charming manner.

Industry Is Put Under NRA 
for 90-Day Trial Period— 
Authority to Direct Busi- 


By the Associated rress. 
WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 28. 
—President Roosevelt las. night 
signd the code placing the motion 
picture industry under the NRA 
for a 90-day trial period. An au- 
thority was appointed to direct the 
business and to make a “full re- 
port on excessive salaries or other 
emoluments, both as to artists and 
as to executives and their fami- 
lies.” The President named as his 
first representatives on the picture 
code authority Marie Dressler and 
Eddie Cantor, actors, and A. 
Lawrence Lowell, ‘president emeri- 
tus of Harvard University. 
Accepting the recommendation of 
Gen. Hugh 8S. Johnson, Industrial 
Administrator, the President  re- 
fused Federal censorship of the 
motion pictures. Roosevelt asked 
Lowell to “observe” the operations 
of the movie industry to keep its 
own rules .in this respect. 
Johnson said that the cofe con- 
tained a provision penalizing bid- 
ding to “extravagant figures” the 
salary of a motion picture actor 
within 30 days of the expiration of 
the contract. 
Asked how the Government 
would fix a limit and exclude ex- 
cessive salaries, Johnson replied: 
“I think public sentiment will have 
something to suggest on that.” 
In response to questioning, John- 
son said that Cantor had suggested 
the idea to put actors on a royalty 
basis. 
Johnson gave out a statement, | 
saying in part: 
“The motion picture code sets up 
in the code itself the names of the 
code authorities composed of bal- 
anced representation among the 
various adverse interests in produc- 
tion, distribution and exhibition. 
“For this reason the President 
reserved to the Administrator the 
right to review and if pecessary, 
disapprove any action by the code 
authorities, or to remove any such 
member, and, to add members of 
any employer class. 
“The code contains drastic pro- 
visions against excessive salaries. 
The President has exempted writ- 
ers and dramatists from these, and 
suspended their operation as to

CONDEMNED BY 
MOST OFFICIALS 


Gov. Horner Joins in Crit- 
icism of Rolph but New 
York Rector Praises Him 
for His Stand. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN JOSE, Cal., Nov. 28.—The 
lynching here of the two kidnap- 
ing murderers of Brooke L. Hart 
and Gov. James Rolph Jr.'s openly 
expressed approval of the mob’s 
action have stirred up a nation- 
wide reaction in which praise min- 
gles with condemnation. 

Governors of other States, church 
leaders and other prominent per- 
sons have joined in the comment. 
Disapproval was expressed by Gov. 
Henry H. Blood of Utah, Gov. 
Henry Horner of Illinois, Gov. 
Lloyd B. Olson of Minnesota and 
Gov. John G. Pollard of Virginia, 
Gov. W. H. Murray of Oklahoma de- 
clared “citizens would not have 
taken the law into their own 
hands” if speedier prosecutions in

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Stephen S. Wise of New York de 
clared the lynchers were “more 
barbaric” than their victims. Henry 
Darlington, rector of the Church of 
Heavenly Rest, New York, sent 
congratulations to Gov. Rolph “on 
the stand you have taken.” 
Prosecutions Improbable 

In view of Gov. Rolph’s declara- 
tion that he would immediately 
pardon any one convicted of the 
lynching., officials frankly admit- 
ted the probability of prosecution 
was remote. 

Several young men were reported 
to have boasted publicly that they 
took leading parts in dragging 
Thomas H. Thurmond and John M. 
Holmes, the accused kidnapers, 
from the county jail and hanging 
them to two elm trees in St. James 
Park. These reports drew no of- 
ficial recognition. District Attorney 
Fred L. Thomas expressed regret 
at the lynchings but said: “I don’t 
see what we can do about it.” 

Work on repairs to the jail und 
other buildings damaged by the 
mob was started and City Manager 
Claire Goodwin announced the two 
trees from which Thurmond and 
Holmes were hanged would be up- 
rooted and destroyed. The trees, 
slashed and torn by souvenir seek- 
ers, were so batily damaged that 
gardeners expressed doubt they 
would live. This fact and a desire 
to remove all possible reminders of 
the mob’s action led to his decision, 
Goodwin said. 

Hart’s Father Regrets Action. 

Alex J. Hart, merchant and fa- 
ther of the 22-year-old kidnap vic- 
tim, whose body was placed in the 
family vault yesterday, was among 
those regretting the mob action. 

“T am so overcome with my own 
grief,” he said, “that I am unahle 
to think of that other terrible thing. 
My sympathy goes out to the fami- 
lies of those two men.” 

Gov. Rolph reaffirmed his ap- 
proval of the action Sunday night 
“by the aroused péople” of San 
Jose, in a statement in San Fran- 
cisco last night and then went to 
Sacramento where, for the second 
time, he canceled a proposed trip to 
Boise, Idaho. 

The Governor said in a telegram 
to Gov. Ross of Idaho announcing 
his change of plans, that “condi- 
tions in California are very unset- 
tled” because of the lynchings and 
that he deemed it advisable not to 
make the trip. 

“The Might of the People.” 

Regarding the many messages of 
condemnation and praise for his at- 
titude, the Governor said that criti- 
cism was to be expected. 

“Those criticising me,” he added, 
“do not realize what would have 
happened had the Neticnal Guard 
moved in and had mowed down in- 
nocent citizens.” 

The Governor admitted that his 
threat to turn ovér al kidnapers in 
San Quentin and F.lsom prisons to 
the people of San Jose for punish- 
mew was not to be taken literally. 
He praised Sheriff William J. Emig 
and other officers for their efforts 
to save Thurmond and Holmes. 

“They did their duty as far as it 
was possible,’ he said, “but the 
might of the people was determined 
to serve notice to the world that 
kidnaping and murder will not be 
tolerated ii. California.” 

Sheriff, Deputy Gravely Hurt. 

Sheriff Emig and Deputy Sheriff 
Howard Buffington, who were 
knocked down as they attempted .o 
stem the advance of the mob, re- 
mained in a hospital. Dr. H. J. Ar- 
nold said they were both seriously 
injured. 

United States Attorney H. H. Mc- 
Pike, who obtained Federal Grand 
Jury indictments against the two 
men in San Francisco on charges of 
using the mails to extort, declared: 
“In this case, beastiality has taken 
the place of civilization.” 

Justice of the Peace Chester W. 
Moore, before whom Thurmond and 
Holmes were to have been ar- 
raigned yesterday on charges of 
kidnaping Hart and throwing him 
into San Francisco Bay, closed his 
records with the following nota- 
tion: “The above entitled action 
terminated by the unofficial hang- 
ing of the above defendants in St. 
James Park, November 26, 1933.” 

Thurmond’s relatives, after ex- 
pressing belief he was insane and 
issuing a statement condemning the 
lynching, claimed the body. Holmes’ 
father, Maurice Holmes, while re- 
peating belief in his son's 
cence, had not claimed the body.

No matter how turkey-hungry. the 
family may be, there is usually 
enough left over to serve another 
meal in some form or other. 

If little but the bones are left, 
make a savory furkey soup. If 
scraps are meager, use them to 
stuff baked potatoes. If more meat 
is left over, serve with mushrooms 
and bread crumbs or in rice bor- 
ders. \ 

Turkey Soup. 

Cover turkey bones from which 
most of the meat has been cut with 
cold water. Put in any scraps of 
left-over dressing also. Add a fine- 
ly sliced onion, handful of celery 
tops, salt and a diced carrot. Cover 
and cook slowly for several hours. 
Take out bones .and celery tops, 
scrape any bits of meat still clinging 
to bones, add with half a cup of 
broken spaghetti to soup and cook 
until tender. Stir in one cup of 
milk just before taking from fire. 

Turkey and Mushrooms. 

Measure four cups turkey meat 
cut in pieces and mix with one cup 


half pound fresh mushrooms, peeled 
and cut in* quarters. Melt three 
tablespoons butter, add one-fourth 
cup flour and when well blended 


one and one-half cups milk and 
one-half cup turkey gravy. Cook 
until thickened, add mushrooms 
and turkey and season to taste with 
salt, pepper, paprika and one tea-, 
spoon each lemon juice and Wor- 
cestershire sauce. Pour into a deep 
baking dish, spread with a layer of 
fine, buttered bread crumbs and 
bake in a moderate oven for 35 
minutes. 

Turkey and Rice Borders. 
Run bits of turkey meat through 
the meat chopper. Measure three 
or four cupsful of this and mix 
with any leftover gravy tip to one 
cupful, one cup milk, one teaspoon 
grated onion, salt, pepper and pa- 
prika to season.

Drain and shape in little mounds 
with an egg cup around the edge 
of a flat platter. Top each with a 
square of cranberry jelly.

Potatoes Stuffed With Turkey. | 
If there is only a little meat left; 
chop it fine, combine with an equal 
amount of well seasoned cream 
sauce.

Fill with 
the creamed turkey, sprinkle with 
a little fine bread crumbs and put 
under the broiler for five minutes 
to brown the surface.

New Combinations With Noo- 
dles, Corn, Hamburger 
and Dried Beef. 


Women are always anxious for 
new recipes such as casserole dishes 
for the “one-dish meal.” These 
food combinations are easy to 
make, require little attention dur- 
ing the cooking process, except oc- 
casionally taking a peep at them to 
add a little more milk or water, if 
needed, and because there is no 
water to be drained from the food 


after it has cooked it 1s full-fla- 
vored and savory. 

With a little ingenuity it is pos- 
sible to. combine meat, vegetables 
and milk solids in one dish so that 
it is an almost perfect balance of 
food elements. A simple green 
salad with French dressing adds 
zest to the appetite and that share 
of leafy green vegetables necessary. 
A fruit cup can be served for des- 
sert. 

The four recipes below given are 
new and economical. The cheaper 
cuts of meat have been used—ham- 
burg, stew beef, dried beef, bacon. 
Cheese has been used to add a lit- 
tle de luxe touch and, incidentally, 
some of the milk solids which most 
of us lack. It takes one gallon of 
milk to make a pound of cheese. 
If a half pound of cheese is used 
in a recipe serving six people, each 
person would get the food value of 
one and one-third glasses of milk. 
A pint a day is needed by the adult 
and a quart by the child.

NO. 9—BLOCKING 


HERE are numerous ways to 
T eicex the various blows and 

deliveries, All parts of the 
‘arm, from the hand to the should- 
er are used at various times. The 
beginner, of course, should know 
the simple ones. 

Note Figure 1. The man on the 
left blocks his opponents’ left 
jab, by catching it on the open 
palm of his right glove. This is 
a simple but yet effective block 
and you must devote much time 
to mastering it. 

Now look at Figure 2. The man 
on the left is blocking right 
hooks, one to the: head and one 
to the body. You will note that 
the man blocking, catches the 
blows on his left forearm. Now 
the same method is used when 
blocking left hooks or wide 
swings except that you stop them 
with your right forearm. ‘ 

A tip that will help you with 
this blocking is to keep your el- 
bows in, not up and out. By keep- 
ing the elbows in you will always 
be in a position to block blows 
either to the head or to the body. 

Have your partner face you and 
let him slowly (slow motion) 
throw left and right swings, 
first to the head and then to the 
body. Then let him alternate 
them, slowly. See if you can 
catch them oon your forearms. 
Then speed up the procedure. 

There are a number of other 
blocks that can be used, how- 
ever, when you master today’s 
lesson and the “shell” block in 
tomorrow’s lesson, you will have 
made a big advance.

Question—Is there enough force

And this, 
the least welcome form of rebid, is 
what one usually hears when one 
takes out in a four-card suit. That 
is why I do not bid a four-card suit 
under these conditions unless it is 
nearly solid. I need that solidity 
in it to compensate for its short- 
ness and to give me a safety spot 
in no trumps, even if my partner’s 
hand is virtually one-suited. For 
instance, if I held 
Di. Ki0xz 


Sp. x 

Hits. A Q 10 x CLJI xx 
and my partner had opened with a 
spade, I would bid one no trump, 
not two hearts. I would be hoping 
to hear him rebid in the form of 

Two no trump, which I would 
confidently raise to three; or 

Two hearts, which I would raise 
to four; or 

Two in either minor suit, which I 
would raise to four. 

Taking the Strain. 

The raise to four hearts would be 
a strain-taker, and not a slam try, 
after my initial signoff response of 
one no trump. However, I cannot 
muzzle my partner, and if he 
should now constructively bid five 
clubs, six hearts would be forth- 
coming from me. 

The raise to four in a minor 
would also be a strain-taking force 
to game, telling him to go to five, 
but not beyond five, unless his hand 
were distinctly above a minimum 
opening bid in primary values. Five 
in a minor by me, over two, would 
be a slam try, urging him to go to 
six, if merely able to confirm his 
opening bid. 

The Above Are the Rebids I Would 
Hope to Hear. 

But I would not expect them. I 
would expect, and generally get, the 
least desirable of all rebids—two 
spades. This is burrowing deeper 
into a misfit. I would now bid two 
no trumps, indicating that my first 
response was in a way an underbid, 
and urging my partner to dig up 
Some other bid than spades, if he 
possibly can. This would be the tip 
to bid even a very weak secondary 
four-card suit. If, however, he 
could do nothing except bid three 
spades, it is close whether to pass 
or bid three no trumps. Being, in 
general, an optimist, I think I 
would bid three no trumps, but I 
would not expect an easy task, by 
any means. For there to be a game 
in spades, despite my singleton, my 
partner must have holdings on 
which he should bid three spades 
over my one-no-trump response. 
On the other hand, the fact that 
he did not pass my no-trump sign- 
off means that his spade suit should 
be almost solid, since it is the sole 
feature of his bidding. Note the 
value of the no-trump response in 
this situation, because it urges the 
opener to bid a second suit if he 
possibly can. He thinks he is doing 
it to find safety; you know that if 
he does so, it is also the key to a 
perfect fit for game. 

When Would I Bid a Four-Card 
Suit in This Situation? 

With a singleton of my partner’s 
suit, I would not take out in a 
four-card suit unless it were as 
good as A K Q x, assuming that the 
rest of my hand were not good 
enough to let me bid the hand and 
not only the suit, and say two no

vee right away. With

I would, over a spade, bid two 
hearts because I want to make a 
distinctly constructive response. 
Even if my partner now bids two 
spades and, over my ensuing two 
no trumps, three spades, I’ am 
strong enough to take it to three 
no trumps without much fear of 
any serious penalty. I certainly do 
not want to risk my partner’s pass- 
ing @ response of one no trump; I 
am really too strong to wnderbid to 
that extent. The hand may be an 
utter misfit in any suit, but it can- 
not be a bad misfit in no trumps. 
That is where our safety lies, and 
our safety in no trumps is my justi- 
fication for taking oyt in a four- 
card suit. Increase my hand's gen- 
eral strength by giving me a sec- 
ond almost biddable suit, as

For Waterloo, 25 miles from St. 
Louis, is a matrimonial mecca for 
hundreds of couples. Time was, 
during World War days, that a 
street car known as “the Honey- 
moon Special” ran from St. Louis 
right up to the Courthouse door of 
the staid German town. Many a 
soldier met his Waterloo that way. 
Now the path of romance js track- 
less. Rumble seat courtships lead 
often to the Courthouse. No longer 
do street car conductors point the 
way to the license office and the 
Justice of the Peace. Plenty of 
guides, besides the signs, have tak- 
en their place. Even schoolboys 
have become cupids—armed with 
business cards of competing’ jus- 
tices. For matrimony in Waterloo 
comes close to the wholesale busi- 
ness class, although it’s been many 
a honeymoon since a whole street 
car load of couples got married 
right in the old town square. 

It’s a dull day when there’s not 
at least a couple of marriage per- 
formed there. About 800 weddings 
have taken place already this year 
and the year’s total is expected to 
be well over the thousand cere- 
monies conducted last year. 

Despite the multiplicity of signs, 
some of them pointing the way to 
“matrimonial parlors,” there are 
but four justices in Waterloo and 
one of them, W. C. Eilbracht, a 
young man with modern ideas, does 
the bulk of the business. His 
father, a druggist, who celebrated 
his golden wedding anniversary re- 
cently, is credited with having been

Matrimony at Waterloo is inex- 
pensive, quick, easy -and compara- 
tively secret. Hundreds of St. 
Louisans who were wed there have 
given their friends first announce- 
ment of the ceremony months after 
it had taken place. 


Occasionally, of course, a Water- 
loo marriage, like certain other 
marriages, reaches the courts and 
the headlines, seldom however on 
the day of the ceremony. Such a 
wedding was that of the young 
Grace Carolyn Mahood to elderly 
Hugh W. Thomasson, wealthy re- 
tired real estate owner who died 
last winter. 

But principals in the bulk of 
Waterloo weddings are run of the 
mine folk who for one reason or 
another prefer a quiet ceremony. 
Besides it’s inexpensive to get mar- 
ried there.

Festive Sparkling Wines

Champagne and Sparkling Burgundy Are the Festive Wines 


By HORATIO F. STOLL. 

(This is the sixth of a series of 
18 daily articles by Horatio F. Stoll, 
noted wine authority, on how to 
judge, choose, keep and serve 
wines.) 

HE sparkling wines are Cham- 
T pare and Sparkling Burgundy, 

both of French origin. Cham- 
pagne is the palest of amber in col- 
or. Sparkling Burgundy is deep 
ruby in tint. Both are party wines, 
popular for festive occasions, not 
only because of their bubbling live- 
liness, but because they have the 
magic to produce gaiety and good 
cheer among all who drink them. 

Sparkling wines are renowned as 
aids to digestion, and have great 
medicinal value in cases of illness 
involving fevers. Sparkling wines 
are served colder than any other 
types, preferably 35 to 40 degrees— 
hence, the familiar bucket of ice 
used to cool Champagne. 

Champagne. 

The making of sparkling wines 
by the accepted natural process is 
an operation calling for great pa- 
tience. After several wines have 
been blended together in a cuvee, or 
“marriage of the wines,” to build 
up the right body, color and flavor, 
the wine is put in bottles and a 


‘small piece of rock candy is added 


to each bottle to start up the sec- 
ond fermentation, which provides 
the carbon dioxide that makes the 
bubbles. 

When the second fermentation is 
completed; the wine has thrown a 
deposit, and the bottles are careful- 
ly manipulated for months until the 
sediment is gradually brought down 
on the cork. Then the neck of each 
bottle is frozen and the sediment is 
captured. Next the corks are re 
moved and the little ice cube con- 
taining the sediment is blown out 
of the bottle. At this point, the 
dosage of brandy, syrup of fruit 
juice or other flavors are added to 
give the Champagne a characteris- 
tic taste. The bottles are then se- 
curely corked and fastened with 
wire hoods. 

California Champagne. 

California Champagnes are made 
by using a cuvee of several fine, 


light white wines, one selected for 
its body, another for its color, an- 
other for its flavor, and so on. 
These Champagnes are of high 
quality, and specimens of them 
have taken the “grand prix” in ex- 
positions abroad in competition with 
the best Champagnes of Europe. 
American Champagne. 

In the Finger Lakes region of 
New York and the Sandusky district 
of Ohio, American champagnes are 
made from American grapes grown 
in shale soil, which corresponds in 
many ways to that of the cham- 
pagne district in France. These 
distinctly American champagnes 
are of high quality and compare 
most favorably with the imported 
champagnes. 

Sparkling Burgundy. 

Sparkling Burgundy is a red ef- 
fervescent wine made by the same 
process used for champagne, ex- 
cept that the grapes are fermented 
on the skin. It is a party wine-like 
champagne and is_ particularly 
prized with meats of gamey flavor. 
As a blood producer, Sparkling Bur- 
gundy stands without a peer. It 
has all the characteristics that fine 
wine requires—a brilliant ruby col- 
or, a good deal of body and a fine, 
fruity flavor. 

California Sparkling Burgundy is 
made from the same blends of 
grapes that are used to make still 
Burgundy, except that the wine is 
given a secondary fermentation in 
the bottle. ; 

Eastern Sparkling Burgundy is 
made by the natural process from 
the Ives Seedling, the Clinton and 
other red varieties of grapes from 
New York, New Jersey and Ohio. 

Purchasers of Champagne and 
Sparkling Burgundy must be sure 
they are not buying still wines car- 
bonated artificially, as soda waters 
are made. Carbonated wines can 
be made in two minutes, whereas 
real Champagne and Sparkling Bur- 
gundy require two years of patient 
handling. Carbonated wine goes 
flat in a few minutes, but real 
Champagne will bubble with life 
for more than half an hour.
